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BOGOTA, Colombia (AP). - The 
government knew in advance that 
terrorists were going to launch an 
atiack against the Palace of Justice, a 
Supreme Court justice, held hostage 
in a siege that killed 100 people, said 
in an interview published yesterday. 

‘This massacre was foretold and 
permitted," said Humberto Murcia, 
who was with 12 other justices when 
; they were killed . His comments were 
made in an interview with the morn- 
ing daily El Tiempo of Bogota, one 
of the country's most respected 
aewspapers. 

' Another Supreme Court justice, 
FernandoUribe, said in an interview 
Yriibr El Tiempo that the government 
knew "in advance that the guerrillas 
were' going to take some action 
against the Supreme Court. 

", Radio stations had reported ear- 
Her lhat government security forces 
. during a raid on a guerrilla hideout a 
month ago had discovered in the 
rebels' files much information about 
the palace, seat of Colombia's Sup- 
reme Court. 

Security was increased at the 
palace, but the extra security mea- 
sures were abandoned just a few 
hours before the guerrillas struck, El 
Tiempo had earlier reported police 
sources as saying. 

After the guerrillas seized the 
bunding. President Belisario Be tan- 
cur told the army to attack. Gun 
battles and a fire that swept through 
80 per cent of the five-storey build- 
ing kilted more than 100 persons. 

An army colonel told reporters 
that 92 bodies, many of them burned 
beyond recognition, were found in- 
sidethe fire-razed palace. 

In addition, 17 soldiers, potice- 


ment and members of other security 
forces were killed. 

More than 3,000 soldiers and 
policemen backed by cannon and 
heavy machine gun fire took part in 
efforts to rescue hostages and take 
back the building. At one time, 
hundreds of soldiers and half a dozen 
armoured cars fired on the building 
almost non-stop for an hour. 

Army troops finally ended the 
28-hour siege, using dynamite to 
blast through the roof . and walls. All 
of the terrorists, believed to number 
41, were killed. 

During the ordeal more than 200 
persons were rescued from the build- 
ing, the Minister of Defence was 
quoted by El Tiemp as saying in an 
interview published yesterday. 

“We were not the attackers," the 
minister, Gen. Miguel Vega, said. 
“We were there to rescue people and 
got more than'200 out alive.” 

A pamphlet slipped under the 
door of the Associated Press office in 
Bogota, said the guerrillas had in- 
tended to force the President to 
pome to the palace in order to try to 
save the lives of the j ustices. 

bnce there, the pamphlet said, 
the. President , was to be placed on 
trial with the justices sitting in judg- 
ment.-The President was to be tried 
for betraying bis own plan to negoti- 
ate a peace with leftist guerrillas in 
Colombia, according to the pam- 
phlet, signed by the April 19 Move- 
ment. 

The April 19 Movement signed a 
cease-fire with government security 
forces last year, but went back to 
fighting last June when it said the 
government had done nothing to 
change Colombia's attitudes toward 
the poor. 


Following ‘call to insurrection’ 

Education Ministry forbids 
distribution of youth paper

The Education Ministry last night 
ordered that the latest issue of the 
youth weekly Hamtzan be barred 
from distribution iff high'^Chools 
following, a finding by 'Attdfuey- 
Genend Yitzhak Zamir that an arti- 
cle in the paper may constitutc-a call 
to insurrection. 

Zamir recommended the move in 
response to a query by Education 
Mmisxer Yitzhak Navon concerning * 
an article in which Meir Doron calls 
for “civil war for the sake of peace.” 
Zamir found that there are grounds 
for suspecting that the article is in 
violation of Sections 134 and 136 of 
the Criminal Code, which deal with 
insiUTection. 

In the article, Doron writes: “I am 
ready to raise a hand against oppo- 
nents of peace, on condition that 
Arab leaders (Hussein, Assad and 
Arafat) 'extend a hand in peace. If 
necessary... I am willing to also take 
up the gun.” 

. Hamtzan. which is distributed free 
of charge to high school pupils, is not 
on the ministry’s list of recom- 
mended publications. 

In a reply to Knesser Member 
GeulaCoben. Zamir said he will ask 
the police to open an investigation 
against the weekly. Cohen had in- 
sisted that he recommend the pap- 
er’s do&ire as be had done in the 


case of Alef Yud last week. Zamir 
had recommended to the defence 
minister , that Alef Yud, published in 
the Samaria settlement of Ariel, be 
closed-after it rah an artide urging 
armed to&staiice shotild the govern- 
ment cede parts of the West Bank in 
peace talks. 

Zamir told Cohen that in violation 
of an order by the military comman- 
der of the West Bank, Alef Yud had 
published without a licence. In itself 
this was grounds for shutting the 
paper, Zamir stated. In contrast, he 
pointed out, Hamtzan is published 
under licence. 

Zamir also stated that there were 
no grounds for confiscating the 
copies of the latest issue of Hamtzan. 
“Apart from the legal problems in- 
volved in taking such a step,” Zamir 
wrote, “it should be noted that the 
barring of a newspaper’s distribution 
by the authorities because of suspi- 
cion that it bad committed a crime, is 
a very serious and drastic measure 
that was not taken even against Alef 
Yud." Besides, the attorney-general 
noted, such a step would be unjusti- 
fied because the part of the article in 
question has been widely published 
in the media. 

In another development, the 
police opened an investigation 
against Alef Yuf on Friday following 
a request by Zdhrir.

Ethiopian Jews getting married 
in unrecognized ceremonies

Ethiopian Jewish couples are being married in unrecognized ceremonies 
before their own kesim, or religious elders, in the face of the latest directives 
of the Chief Rabbinate restating the requirement that all marriage candidates 
must undergo symbolic conversion. 

*«. 

The directives, which were publicized last week, shocked a: least some 
members of the community, who had believed that in the light of the 
agreement which ended the month-long demonstration by Ethiopian Jews 
opposite the Chief Rabbinate in Jerusalem,' the racOis would take a mure 
lenient, view.. In fact, the agreement itself was vague and ambiguous, but 
sources dose to the Ethiopians point out that the latest directives are harsher 
than even the strictest interpretation of the agreement would warrant. 

Thus, under the terms of the agreement, which the chief rabbis had 
undertaken tor “recommend” to the Chief Rabbinical Council, applicants for 
marriage were to be accepted except in cases where there was a “particular 
halachic doubt” on the part of the registrar concerning the Jewishness of the 
applicant. Under the recent directives, all applicants must show that they 
have undergone the symbolic conversion ceremony, induding the immersion 
which the Ethiopians consider humiliating. 

According to the sources, not only will the couples continue to be married 
by the kesim, but they will now do so demonstratively in mass wedding 
ceremonies with several couples taking part. So for such ceremonies were 
held quietly. One took place about 10 days ago in Or Akiva and another is 
scheduled to be held in Afula this week. 

The couples will attempt, through the courts, to have their marriages 
registered. They wfll also apply for all the rights and privileges accruing to 
married couples from such bodies as the Jewish Agency and the Absorption 
Ministry.

Wants more than Cairo statement 

Hussein says Arafat 


hasn’t gone far enou

WASHINGTON. - PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat has not yet 
gone far enough in meeting the 
minimal conditions for direct in- 
volvement in peace negotiations. 
Jordan's King Hussein told The 
New York Times yesterday. 

Hussein added that he hopes 
that the PLO will issue a more 
forthright statement in the not- 
too-distant future. 

U.S. officials in Washington said 
that Arafat, in his statement made in 
Cairo last Thursday following talks 
with President Mubarak, had still 
failed to meet America's own long- 
standing conditions for recognition. 
The PLO, the Americans said, 
would have to dearly accept Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338 as 
well as Israel's right to exist. 

Hussein, who was in Paris on the 
weekend, made his remarks in an 
interview with Judith Miller of 77ie 


Times staff. In an interview with 
Miller two weeks ago. Hussein 
warmly praised Prime Minister 
Peres's speech before the UN 
General Assembly'. 

In this second interview, Hussein 
called Arafat's statement in Cairo 
calling a halt to terrorist action out- 
side of the West Bank and Gaza a 
“positive step." but nored that the 
PLO would have to do far more at an 
appropriate time to position itself as 
an acceptable "partner in peace" 
with Jordan. 

He said the PLO would have to 
become more "cohesive.” to speak 
and act "with one voice.” 

Moreover, he said, Arafat would 
eventually have to declare at an 
'“appropriate'' time the PLO's 
acceptance of Resolutions 242 and 
338. Hussein declined to say when 
Arafat might issue such a statement, 
although "he noted that the PLO 
cannot be asked to make such a 
statement unless an international 
conference is likelv. The U.S. and 


Israel. Hussein said, have not vet 
endorsed the type of forum he envi- 
sions. 

The king appeared to accept the 
kind of distinction Arafat drew in 
Cairo between acts of violence inside 
and outside the territories. 

“Obviously.” Hussein said, “we 
differentiate between action taken 
outside those territories and those 
that come from and reflect the mis- 
ery of Palestinians Jiving under 
occupation. When a West Banker 
throws a stone, this is not organized 
PLO resistance. It is the Palestinian 
people expressing legitimate opposi- 
tion to IS years of occupation and 
denial of their rights.” 

But the king added: "You can"t 
be involved in serious talks and in 
violence.” he said. "A renunciation 
of violence by the PLO would pave 
the way for its playing a role.” 

Asked what he would do if Arafat 
refused or proved unable to make 
the declarations that would qualify

U.S., Egypt, PLO said 
airing ‘new formula’ 


CAIRO (AP). - Egypt, Jordan and 
the U.S. are discussing the possibil- 
ity of a “hew formula” for Middle 
East peace which puts together re- 
cent proposals by Jordanian, Israeli 
and PLO leaders, a senior govern- 
ment source said yesterday. 

The source, who spoke on condi- 
tion he not be identified, said Egypt 
and Jordan are holding intensive 
contacts with the U.S. following this 
week's talks between President Hos- 
ni Mubarak and PLO chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat. 

He said the new formula would 
include points from Prime Minister 
Peres's call last month to hold peace 
talks with Jordan. King Hussein's 
four-point peace plan which was re- 
vealed in Luxembourg earlier this 
week, and Arafat’s “Cairo declara- 
tion" which he read out Thursday. 

Mubarak said yesterday that Ara- 
fat's announcement that he was con- 
fining attacks to “Israeli-occupied 
Arab lands" meant only the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, and not pre- 
1967 Israel. 

Arafat himself refused in media 
interviews here to elaborate on his 
statement. He reiterated that his 
declaration committed the PLO to 
non-violence outside “Palestinian 
occupied territories according to 
United Nations resolutions." 

In Damascus, the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
said it would continue its adherence 
to "armed struggle in Israel.” The 


organization, headed by Naif 
Hawatmeh. condemned Arafat's de- 
claration as “a concession to Israel 
and the U.S., with nothing in re- 
turn." 

Egypt's Foreign Minister. Esmat 
Abdel-Maguid. said Arafat's state- 
ment was an important step and had 
set the PLO firmly on a path towards 
negotiated peace. 

Following Mubarak's talks with 
Arafat, a Palestinian source who 
insisted on anonymity said Arafat 
had requested that “Egypt find a 
new formula for different precondi- 
tions” of all the involved parties in 
order to convene an international 
peace conference under UN au- 
spices. 

“The contacts (between Egypt, 
Jordan and the U.S.) are aimed at 
finding a new formula which puts 
together Peres’s recent proposals for 
peace. King Hussein's four-point 
plan and Arafat's 'Cairo declara- 
tion,’ " the source said. 

The source said Arafat's Cairo 
declaration was strongly influenced 
by Egyptian policies. 

“Egyptian officials made a lot of 
alterations in the declaration during 
the Egyptian-Palestinian talks so 
that its tone is quiet and far from 
violent reaction.” the source said. 

"Now the circle is complete with 
three proposals from the three prin- 
cipal parties, Israel. Jordan and the 
PLO.” 


Talks with Jordan are 
closer than ever - Peres

Israel is closer than ever to direct 
talks with Jordan, but a solution to 
outstanding obstacles is not neces- 
sarily attainable within a week or a 
month. Prime Minister Peres said 
last night in a speech to the Labour 
Party Young Guard in Tel Aviv, 
Israel Radio reported. 

Peres restated his position con- 
cerning an international accompani- 
ment on the Middle East, saying that 
Jordan’s King Hussein see's such 
“accompaniment” as a necessary 
first step to establishing direct nego- 
tiations. Israel would accept the 
proposal. He said that Hussein's 
demand for an international forum 
stems from his need to convince the 
Arab world that he isn't going it 
alone: 

The premier said that as far as he 
was concerned, the Soviet Union 
could take part in the international 
“accompaniment” on condition that 


it first renew its diplomatic relations 
with Israel. 

As far as PLO leader Yasser Ara- 
fat was concerned. Peres reaffirmed 
that he does not consider him a 
partner to a real solution in the 
region. He said that the extremist 
Palestinian leadership is the largest 
obstacle to a negotiated settlement, 
and has been so consistently in the 
past. Now that a real opportunity for 
peace has been created, the prime 
minister continued, this group could 
endanger the initiative by portraying 
itself as seemingly ready to partici- 
pate in a political process. 

Responding to Arafat's “Cairo 
declaration" that he would stop ter- 
rorist activities outside Israel but 
reserve the right to carry on attacks 
wi thin the administered’ territories. 
Peres said that Israel would not give 
any “permit" to terrorist attacks, no 
matter if it be limited in place or 
method. 


Hostages in Lebanon urge Reagan to negotiate release 


BEIRUT (AP). - Foot kidnapped 
Americans in Lebanon bave 
appealed to President Reagan to 
negotiate with their ShPHe captors. 

In Washington the State Depart- 
ment indicated K is wiffing to talk, 
but ootto “more deals.” 

The hostages, who are being held 
by the Islamic Jihad funamental- 
ists, also nrged Reagan not to 
attempt a rescue mission. 

Four of the six missing Amer- 
icans warned in an open tetter to 
Reagan on Fridays <r We have no 

dtancetffescaph^.andoarc^d^s 
say if any attempt is made to rescue 
ns they ami we will die.” 

; The tetter was signed by Terry 
Anderson, chief Middle East cor- 


tbe Rev. Lawrence Jenco, a. Ro- 
man Cathofic priest, David Jacob- 
sen, director of the American Uni- 


versity Hospital in Beirut, and Tho- 
mas Sutherland, dean of agricul- 
ture at the Americcan University of 
Beirut. 

AP staffers in Beirut confirmed 
Anderson’s handwriting and signa- 
ture on that and other letters. 
Sutherland's wife Jean verified that 
a letter had been written and signed 
by her husband. 

The four kidnap victims stressed 
in their tetter to Reagan, one of 11 
tetters delivered to toe Associated 
Press bureau in Beirut: 

“We have read and beard over 
the past months of your refusal to 
negotiate with oar captors and your 
rational for it. 

“We understand it, but we do 
not agree. Yon negotiated over the 
hostages from the TWA plane and 
such negotiations have been held 
repeatedly and successfully by 


other countries - Israel, Egypt, El 
Salvador and the Soviet Union.'’ 

The two-page handwritten tetter 
added there was “no alternative” 
to negotiations. The hostages stres- 
sed their captor? “say they mil not 
be moved and are growing impa- 
tient — Mr. President, how long do 
you suppose these people will 
wait?” 

A smiling Jean Sutherland held 
up the tetter signed by her husband, 
who has been imprisoned for five 
months, and said it had given her 
fresh hope for his release. 

“I’m feeling great,” she told 
reporters. She said her husband's 
letter showed he was in good spirits. 

“He is bearing up very weO. The 
four of them together are working 
hard to keep themselves going,” 
she said. 


“The encouraging thing is the 
indication they (the captors) do 
want ’movement and action. It is 
always encouraging if you know 
you have something to work for,” 
Jean Sutherland said. 

Quoting from her husband's let- 
ter, she said: "The president has it 
in his power to have us released 
quickly and toe captors are eager to 
bring the matter to a successful 
conclusion." 

Jean Sutherland added: “I think 
there is hope now. {certainly would 
express this because Vice President 
Bush did tell os directly in Septem- 
ber they (the U.S. administration) 
were wining to talk. 

“Now it is a matter of time and 
we certainly are not going to let up 
on our pressure for action, for 
dialogne.’' 

In Washington, a State Depart- 


ment spokesman said the U.S. is 
ready to talk to toe kidnappers, but 
will make no deals for the freedom 
of its citizens. 

The hostages also wrote that 
their captors had told them that 
another captive, U.S. diplomat 
William Buckley, “is dead." 

Islamic Jihad claimed October 4 
that Buckley, 57, was killed in 
revenge for alleged U.S. complicity 
in Israel's October I air strike on 
toe Tunis headquarters of the PLO. 

It later produced blurred photo- 
graphs purporting to show Buck- 
ley's body. But U.S. officials said 
the photos are not “conclusive 
proof” Buckley is dead. 

The hostages did not mention 
another American, Peter Kilburn, 
60, missing since December 3 last 
year, or four Frenchmen held by 
Islamic Jihad. (AP, Reuter) 


Hopes for ME 
progress at 
summit talks

WASHINGTON - Looking ahead 
to possible outcomes of the Reagan- 
Gorbachev summit talks. U.S. offi- 
cials noted here yesterday that they 
might lead to a Soviet decision to 
restore diplomatic relations with 
Israel. This in turn could help bring 
about an international conference 
on the Middle East, as proposed by 
Jordan’s King Hussein. 

The officials said they would like 
to see the Soviets encourage their 
friends in the region, especially 
Syria, to become more cooperative 
in" the peace process. 

Secret ary of State George Shultz 
has said that the Middle East will 
represent an “important set of 
issues” at the summit. The U.S. has 
been looking for a more constructive 
Soviet role' in Arab-lsrae!i peace 
negotiations, beginning with a 
Soviet decision to restore relations 
with Israel. 

White House and State Depart- 
ment officials yesterday also made 
clear that the matter of Soviet Jewry 
would indeed be high on the agenda 
during the Reagan-Gorbachev sum- 
mit. They insisted that it was still 
premature to predict any dramatic 
increase in the numbers of exit visas 
for Soviet Jews although this was 
certainly an important objective for 
Washington. 

Meanwhile. U.S. officials are de- 
liberately playing down the pros- 
pects of success at the upcoming 
summit in order to make any agree- 
ments that do emerge there - even if 
they are relatively modest - appear 
considerably more successful. 

White House political strategists 
have also ordered all administration 
spokesmen to play down the likeli- 
hood of any dramatic breakthrough 
at the Geneva summit in order not to 
raise unrealistic expectations. They 
do not want Reagan to return to 
Washington looking as if he had 
failed. 

FBI links 
JDL to killing 
of U.S. Arab 

WASHINGTON (AP). - The FBI 
on Friday night attributed a Califor- 
nia bombing that killed an official of 
an Arab- American group to the Jew- 
ish Defence League. 

On October 11. Alex Odeh, re- 
gional director of the Arab- 
American Ami-Discrimination 
Committee, was killed by a bomb 
when he opened the door to his 
office in Santa Ana. California. 
Seven others were injured. No 
arrests have been made in the case. 

The bombing occurred the morn- 
ing after Odeh said on television that 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat was a 
“man of peace" because of his role in 
ending the hijacking of the Italian 
cruise ship Achille Lauro in Egypt. 
Odeh. 41 . came to the U.S. in 1967. 

FBI spokesman Lane Bonner said 
the bombing remains under inves- 
tigation but “has been classified as a 
terrorist attack and attributed to the 
JDL.” He declined further com- 
ment. , 

Irv Rubin, national head of JDL. 
said: “We are not responsible, 
although we do not shed tears for the 
death of Mr. Odeh. He was JflO per 
cent in back of the PLO.“

said his organization could not ”ciy_ 
about the” act that occurred this 
morning.” because it was mounting 
the death of Leon Klinghoffer. the 
New York man shot to death aboard 
the Achille Lauro.

He maintained that the new state- 
ment saying no one has the authority 
to cede sovereignity is "philosophic- 
al” in nature, and has no practical 
implications. 

The new statement was issued 


following a long meeting of the coun- 
cil's senior secretariat and the heads 
of the local and regional Jewish 
councils at Ofra Friday. 

The participants were reported to 
be deeply concerned with the reac- 
tion to the council's original state- 
men l. Staunch supporters - includ- 
ing cabinet ministers and Knesset 
members - sharply rebuked them. 
Some of the settlers' leaders feared 
the initial statement would be used 
as a pretext to clamp down on them. 
Many said they feared they would 
lose public support.

The staffers, who asked not to be 
identified because the paper was to 
issue a statement after details be- 
came clear, said two security police- 
men led editor Anthony Heard 
from his office just before noon. 

The Times on Monday published 
the extensive interview conducted 
by Heard with Oliver Tambo. leader 
of the African National Congress, 
the main guerrilla group waging a 
sabotage war against apartheid. 

Security laws make it illegal in 
quote a banned person, which would 
include Tambo as head of the ban- 
ned ANC. unless official permission 
is granted. 

In a note to readers, the editor of 
South Africa’s oldest newspaper said 
he was publishing it to help South 
Africa find a resolution to its 
worsening race relations. 

The ANC operates from neigh- 
bouring black nations, with offices 
also in Europe. Britain and at the 
UN in New York. 

Black activists on Friday said they

Bank failures 
in U.S. reach 
100 this year 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
number of U.S. bank failures this 
year reached 100 Friday, with one 
bank in Iowa and another in Texas 
going into receivership, the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation 
I.FDIC) announced. 

Losses from farm, energy and 
property loans are blamed by bank- 
ing analysts for the failures and they 
warn there will probably be more to 
come. 

The number of failures in 1985, 
many in major farm and energy 
producing states, already exceeds 
the 1984 total of 79, and the failure 
rate is at its highest level since the 
Great Depression of 1929-33. 

An FDIC spokesman said the 
banks which closed Friday were the 
Northshore Bank of Houston, Texas 
and the Auburn Savings Bank of 
Auburn, Iowa. Both will re-open on 
Tuesday, after the Veterans Day 
holiday, under new management. 

There have been 11 failures in 
Iowa this year, and 10 in Texas. 

FDIC officials have said the num- 
ber of closings may reach 115 before 
the end of the year.

Jewry and not peace. 

“Asa former prisoner of conscien- 
ce, I am used to Soviet rumours,” 
Mendelevich said. “Until you get 
something written down with ways 
to check whether the promises will 
be performed, Soviet promises mean 
nothing. 

“That Jewish leaders and Jewish 
newspapers are repeating this Soviet 
disinformation is a reflection of loose- 
ness and irresponsibility. There is a 
total misunderstanding here of the 
nature of the Soviet regime." he 
said. 

“Hie American Jewish leadership 
ought to be screaming at the admi- 
nistration about Soviet Jewry right 
now, and I see no indication this is 
happening,” Mendelevich said. 

Ob Friday, U.S. Jewish leaders 
discounted news reports in Europe 
that Moscow might allow 15,000 or 
more Jews to leave the Soviet Union 
and said there had been no increase 
in emigration of Soviet Jews. 

Gerald Kraft, vice chairman of fee 
National Conference on Soviet Jew- | 
ry, called the reports speculative and ; 
said unidentified government offi- 
cials he met in Europe told him they 
were based on~rmnour. 

Jerry Goodman, conference 
director, said 124 Jews had left fee 
Soviet Unin last month, which he 
said meant there bad been no shift. 

. They made the comments at a 
news conference listing activities to 
pressure Gorbachev to allow free 
Jewish emigration.

Bronfman urges Vatican-Israel ties

NEW YORK. - Edgar Bronfman, 
president of the World Jewish Con- 
gress (WJC), last week used fee 
occasion of a tribute dinner for New 
York's Catholic archbishop, John 
Cardinal O'Connor, to call upon fee 
Vatican to establish diplomatic rela- 
tions wife Israel. 

Speaking at a dinner hosted 
Wednesday by the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rife, Bro nfm an - 
who is also a vice-chairman of fee 
ADL, said to O’Connor, “Your ex- 
cellency. please convey to Rome the 
importance to Jews everywhere of 
normalizing relations between fee 
Vatican and Israel, whicb is the 


home for so much Jewish culture and 
so many of fee world’s Jews.” 

According to reliable sources, 
neither O'Connor nor the ADL 
knew feat Bronfman would make 
the appeal. Since becoming 
archbishop of New York in 1984, 
O'Connor has won many friends in 
the Jewish community here for his 
strong support for Soviet Jewiy and 
Catholic- Jewish dialogue. 

O'Connor did not mention Bronf- 
man's appeal during his speech. 

Asked if he would urge the pope 
to establish relations with Israel, 
O'Connor said, "It would be pre- 
sumptuous of me to do more than 
express (to the Vatican) fee feelings 


of the Jewish community here and in 
different parts of fee country." 

He said later, however. “It would 
be grossly inappropriate for me to 
say that I was publicly asked at a 
dinner to say this, and feat I am 
going immediately to Rome to tell 
the Holy Father something he 
doesn't’ know. He is exceedingly 
sensitive to fee needs of Israel, and 
to fee problems of the Palestinians in 
fee Middle East." 

O’Connor added, “There is clear- 
ly de facto recognition by the Vatican 
of the reality we call Israel. The Holy 
See has received emissaries from 
Israel and recognized fee right of 
Israel to defend itself." 


Official denies local Ethiopians Vent hungry

The new director-general of the 
Jewish Agency’s aliya department 
denied reports feat Ethiopian im- 
migrants in fee Gilo absorption cen- 
tre in Jerusalem are “hungry and 
begging neighbours for food.” 

A new American immigrant who 
lives in Gilo told The Jerusalem Post 
that a. number, of .Ethiopian immig-. 
rants this past week;came to his door 
asking for food. One woman cried, 
fee American claimed, and said she 
was hungry. The American said fee 
Jewish Agency bad not paid them 
their subsistence grams (about 
IS320.000 a month for a family of 


four) on time. 

The Jerusalem Post contacted rep- 
resentatives of four Ethiopian Jew- 
ish famili es last week, but cannot 
confirm whether any immigrants had 
been left hungry for several days. 
The immigrants are dependent on 
fee Jewish Agency and were there- 
fore hesitant to speak, for fear of 
possible reprisals. In addition, they 
found it difficult to communicate in 
$ny language butthgjTQwn. j. * ' 

David Levine, the aliya depart- 
ment’snewdirector-general, investi- 
gated fee matter and learned feat fee 
grants bad in fact been delayed. In 
fee past, they were disbursed on fee 
first of fee month. This month there 


was a delay because of automation of 
the payments, and from now on, fee 
Ethiopian immigrants will receive 
their allowances on fee fifth of fee 
month, he said. The immigrants 
were all given their money last 
Wednesday, he said. 

The absorption centre’s director 
denied that any immigrants were 
hungry because they had no money. 
Some have saved up enough money 
in recent months to buy bicycles and 
even a few colour TV sets, be said. 

Observers note feat some Ethio- 
pian immigrants, thousands of 
whom arrived almost a year ago. are 
still having trouble budgeting their 
money.

FRANKFURT. - Local Jews step- 
ped up legal efforts Friday to block 
the world premiere of a play by the 
late Rainer Werner Fassbinder feat 
they have branded anti-Semitic. 

Lawyer Adam Rosenberg said he 
is seeking an injuction against the 
city to prevent fee staging of Gar- 
bage, the City and Death in fee name 
of 11 Frankfurt Jews who had been 
persecuted by the Nazi regime. 

The controversy centres on the 
play’s portrayal of a shady property 
speculator called simply “the rich 
Jew.” 

A Frankfurt regional court is to 
hear the case Tuesday. A derision on 
an injunction against the city theatre 
filed last Monday by a member of fee 
Jewish community was postponed 
Friday until this Wednesday. 

The premiere is scheduled for that 
date. The original opening night on 
October 31 was cancelled when 26 
Jewish demonstrators stormed the 
stage. 

Critics meanwhile had a chance to 
watch the play in a closed perform- 
ance last week, and were sharply 
divided on its merits. 


The Frankfurter Allgemcine 
Zeitung said that the director used 
many devices to make the plav look 
less anti-Semitic than it is. ‘“The 
result, the paper said, “is that while 
the text is anti-Semitic, the presenta- 
tion is not. It is rather a small master- 
work of enacting a falsification... 
The main weapon of the stage direc- 
tor against anti-Semitism is bore- 
dom." The paper added that Fass- 
binder's play should nor be per- 
formed - just as plays written by 
Nazi authors are not staged in to- 
day's Germany. 

Frankfurter Rundschau wrote 
however that the performance 
showed feat all the accusations con- 
cerning anti-Semitism were ground- 
less. 

General Anzeiger of Bonn added: 
“The accusations were unfounded 
and unjustified... The rich Jew in 
this play is rather a sensitive man 
misused by the surrounding socie- 
ty” 

According to the Frankfurt-based 
Abendpost. Fassbinder’s play is no- 
thing more than pornography. The 
paper added that only someone who 
totally ignores the Holocaust fails to 
understand the protest of the Frank- 
furt Jewish community.

support to the “Jerusalem Program- 
me,” a declaration recognizing the 
“centrality of Israel in Jewish life” 
and the “importance” of aliya 
(although not necessarily to be taken 
personally).

serves in WZO and Agency posts. 

Dulzin asserts feat “they can't 
hijack fee Jewish Agency; there is no 
Jewish Agency without fee WZO." 

During the last Agency board of 
governors meeting, Dulzin gave fee 
fund-raisers a stem sermon about 
the need to hang together and 
cooperate. Most of the Diaspora 
fund-raisers agreed, but rebels like 
Mendel Kaplan and Ray Epstein

Dulzin insists feat fee fund-raising 
organizations are not democratic in 
feat “at least in the U.S., fee execu- 
tive director controls operations and 
he is appointed."

studded with days commemorating 
Jewish or Zionist events. 

“Very few of the Zionist Congress 
delegates of the past would meet 
these criteria, so if it is approved, it 
would be a resolution," asserts Dul- 
zin. 

During consultations, some in the 
Zionist movement have voiced their 
approval of the new criteria. Others, 
including leaders of Herat and the 
Zionist” Confederation (largely 
Hadassah). as well as part of the 
Zionist Organization of America, 
have voiced their opposition. “But 
even in Hadassah there is some wil- 
lingness. It is a process, and it won't 
happen overnight." 

Dulzin's proposals also include 
the establishment of a movement of 
“Zionist realizers" - Jews who' 


would commit themselves to come 
on aliya within three to five years - 
an elite inner circle in the general 
movement. 

Committees have been meeting 
this month on the various proposals, 
and the next step is to send recom- 
mendations to fee annual Zionist 
General Council meeting next year. 
If they are approved by that body, 
the criteria could be in effect in time 
for elections of delegates to the 31st 
Zionist Congress. 

Dulzin. who will be 73 in a few 
months, views these changes, if im- 
plemented, as the principal achieve- 
ment of his tenure at the WZO. 
"which will launch fee Zionist move- 
ment into the 21st century." 

Dulzin says he has no doubt that 
there will be a Zionist movement in 
fee next century: “There may be a 
day when there is no need any longer 
for the Jewish Agency, but there will 
not come a rime when there is no 
need for the WZO."

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Soviet freighter ignores Senate subpoena 

Ship leaves with reluctant sailor 

RESERVE. Louisiana (AP). - A 
Soviet freighter, carrying a full load 
of corn and a Ukrainian crewman 
who jumped overboard and was re- 
turned to the ship, pulled away from 
a Mississippi river dock yesterdav 
morning. 

It sailed despite a Senate sub- 
poena demanding the ship remain 
until the sailor appeared before Con- 
gress. 

Ukrainian-American demonstra- 
tors shouted from the shore as the 
Marshal Konev pulled from the 
dock. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion of where the ship would go after 
leaving the Cargill grain elevator at 
Reserve. 48 kilometres from New 
Orleans. 

It must make a 160km. trip before 
reaching open water. 

Even while the ship was weighing 
anchor, there was no official word 
about whether it had been cleared to 


leave. o 

The Coast Guard and U.S. cus- 
toms referred all queries to the 
White House. While House spokes- 
man Mike Guest said he had no 
information except for the official 
statement: “The executive branch 
considers its responsibilities have 
been fulfilled in this regard." 

The Coast Guard bad said earlier 
it had no orders to prevent the ship 
from leaving. 

A customs official in Louisiana, 
who asked to remain anonymous, 
said the vessel had been cleared to 
leave with the seaman on board. 

The Ukrainian sailor. Miroslav 
Medvid. 25. was forced back onto 
the Marshal Konlev after jumping 
from the ship on October 24, but 
later told a State Department inter- 
preter he wanted to return to the 
Soviet LTnion. 

After the sailor was returned to 
the ship for a second time, the State 


Department said it considered the 
case dosed. 

But Senator Jesse Helms, a con- 
servative Republican, said he 
wanted the seaman to come to 
Washington so that Congress could 
determine whether he had voluntari- 
ly derided to return to the Soviet 
Union. 

A subpoena for Medvid to appear 
in Congress was issued, but Soviet 
officials said they did not have to 
comply with it because U.S. laws do 
not apply to the ship. 

The ship was dogged by a boatload 
of Ukrainian- Americans, who called 
in Ukrainian for Medvid’s freedom 
and urged crew members to defect. 

A psychological profile released 
by the State Department on Friday 
said impulse motivated Medvid to 
defect, but fear that his parents' 
safety might be jeopardized caused 
him to change his mind, f AP, Reu- 
ter) 





U.S. ? Canada deny suicide tied to KGB man 


TORONTO i AP). - U.S. and Cana 
dian officials have said they know of 
no connection between the suicide of 
a Soviet woman in Toronto and the 
return of KGB spy Vitaly Yur- 
chenko front the U.S. to Moscow. 

S^elljna Dedkova. 47, wife of a 
Soviet employee of a Soviet-owned 
Toronto-based trading company, 
died Tue>day in a fall from the 27th 
floor of an apartment building in the 
Niiburb of Etobicoke. 

A U.S. intelligence source in 
\V.i>hington said Thursday that Yur- 
chenko h.ui been taken to Canada in 
recent weeks to meet a woman with 
whom he had an affair, but that the 
woman he visited was not Ms. De- 
dkova. 

U.S. sources had said earlier this 
week that Yurchenko defected in 
Rome last August partly to be near a 
lover who was married to a Soviet 
diplomat in Canada, and that he 
decided to return to the Soviets 


when she broke off the affair. 

"There is no connection between 
Yurchenko and this lady.” said Ted 
Finn, director of the Canadian 
Security Intelligence Service, on 
Wednesday night. 

Yurchenko, a reputed senior 
KGB agent, left Washington on 
Wednesday for the Soviet Union, 
saying he had not defected but was 
kidnapped, brought to the U.S. and 
placed in the hands of the CIA. 

As of yesterday, Moscow had not 
announced if Yurchenko had re- 
turned. but still carried stories on his 
ajjegations of being drugged by the 

The Communist Party daily Prav- 
da yesterday quoted him as saying 
that he had taken time off in Rome 
to go to St. Peter's Square. 

“All of a sudden, I felt a thrust 
from behind. The sun stopped shin- 
ing. I felt myself falling down. Some- 
one gripped me, causing acute 


pain." 

He said he did not know if he had 
received a “skillful blow,” or had 
been injected with a drug. 

Pravda said Yurcheoko may have 
been unconscious for weeks. 

“He found himself lying in a room 
that looked like a hospital ward. 
People in white gowns were busy 
aroimd,” it said. " Physicians," he 
decided, “I'm probably sick. I 
should inform the Soviet Embassy as 
soon as possible, but why are the 
Italian physicians speaking En- 
glish?” 

He said he w’as told he was in 
America and “you have voluntarily 
defected. You are in reliable hands 
and there is no other way for you but 
to cooperate with us.” 

He was kept semi-conscious for 
three months on drugs. Pravda said, 
constantly threatened and denied his 
requests to meet with Soviet offi- 
cials.

- Navy frogmen 
swam through 300 metres of water in 
a flooded tunnel to bring food to 15 
trapped eoa! miners, helping them 
stay alive until they were rescued, 
newspapers said yesterday. 

Seven other miners drowned 
when the Chaoyang mine in Jin City, 
Shanxi Province, was flooded Octo- 
ber 25 . according to reports by China 
Youth Mews and a navy newspaper. 

The trapped miners survived for 
seven days at the end of the partially 
submerged 900-metre tunnel until 23 
navy divers reached them with food, 
including glucose and chocolate. 

They endured four more days un- 
til rescuers were able to - pump 
enough water out of the mine for the 
men to reach safety on November 5. 

The cause of the accident in the 
north China province, rich with coal 
deposits, was under investigation.

Greenpeace wants Antarctica 
made an international park 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand (AP). 
- Greenpeace will risk a confronta- 
tion with the U.S. Navy in Antarc- 
tica next month to highlight the 
environmental group's campaign to 
have the frozen continent declared 
an international park, the organiza- 
tion's director said Friday. 

“We plan to go into the U.S. Navy 
base at McMurdo Sound in the Ross 
Sea and photograph their rubbish 
dumps, their supermarkets, and 
their telephone poles to show what 
they are doing to the last great 
wilderness,” said Peter Wilkinson, 
the Greenpeace official. 

Wilkinson said he will lead an 
expedition to the continent in early 


December, the start of the Antarctic 
summer. 

The expedition plans to set up the 
first non-government sponsored 
base camp on the ice and leave 
behind four volunteers to conduct 
research. 

“We are not a bunch of hooligans 
going down there to cause trouble,” 
said Wilkinson, 38. “The whole 
point of establishing a base camp is 
to declare the Antarctic a world 
park. 

“We are not hoping for any con- 
frontation but we are going to walk 
into McMurdo Base. We want to 
document the seamier side of what's 
down there," he said.

Search for victims 
ofU.S. flood as 
death toll hits 45 

NEW YORK (AP). - Floodwaters 
that killed 45 people and caused 
millions of dollars in property losses 
in Virginia and West Virginia were 
slowly falling yesterday as National 
Guard combat engineers began 
plowing through tons of debris 
blocking roads. 

The guardsmen, using tractors, 
bulldozers and dump trucks, witnes- 
sed some of eastern West Virginia's 
worst destruction, said Captain Re- 
becca Davison of the West Virginia 
National Guard. 

In some areas of the state isolated 
by the torrential flooding, emergen- 
cy crews have been reduced to “yell- 
ing from the ridges” as they seek 44 
people missing since the rivers re- 
ceded. officials said Friday. 

The Appalachian flooding, 
brought on by four days of heavy 
rains, killed 22 people in West Virgi- 
nia, 21 in Virginia, and one each in 
Pennsylvania and Maryland, offi- 
cials said. 

The floods washed away entire 
communities, destroyed an esti- 
mated 4.000 homes and caused at 
least $200 million in damage in West 
Virginia, officials said. In Virginia, 
officials estimated damage at more 
than $650 m. from flooding that 
ravaged western Virginia and turned 
low-lying areas of downtown Rich- 
mond into a muddy lake. 


Walesa tiled complaint on 
forced medical check 


WARSAW (Reuter). - Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa protested to 
prosecution authorities yesterday 
against police who forced their wav 
into his home and made him submit 
to a medical examination. 

A complaint handed by an aide to 
the prosecutor’s office in Gdansk 
asked the prosecutor general in War- 
saw to investigate illegal conduct by 
the authorities in the Baltic port and 
violation of his privacy. 

Walesa, on sick leave from his job 
as an electrician at the Lenin Ship- 
yard, ignored a summons from the 
prosecutor yesterday, pleading ill 
health. 

The incident at his home occurred 
on November 6, shortly after he had 
been questioned by the prcsectuor 
about charges that he slandered the 
authorities by- issuing false voting 
figures during general elections last 
month. 

The police, who were accompa- 
nied by a woman doctor, pushed past 
Walesa’s wife when she opened the 
door and said they were under 
orders to take him back to the pro- 


475 indie ted in 
Mafia crackdown 

PALERMO, Sicily (AP). - Ending 
more than three years of investiga- 
tion, magistrates have indicted 475 
Mafia suspects in what police de- 
scribed as the largest crackdown on 
Italy's criminal underworld. 

The indictment, handed down by 
investigating Judge Antonio Capon- 
netto of the Palermo tribunal, 
charged the suspects with criminal 
association. 

More than two thirds of them were 
also charged with narcotics traffic 
and armed robberies. Twenty-four 
were accused of murdering 90 peo- 
ple over the past five years in Sicily, 
inejuding Gen. Carlo Alberto Dalla 
Chiesa. The general was Italy's top 
Mafia fighter until he was gunned 
down on September 3, 1982. 

The trial is expected to begin in 
February, the tribunal said. 
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U.S. might 
default on its 
debts this week 

WASHINGTON (.Reuter). - Treas- 
ury Secretary James Baker said Fri- 
day that the government could de- 
fault on its financial obligations this 
week and that American interest 

rates would probably rise.. 

He said the government faces the 
threat of running out of funds and 
bouncing its cheques beginning- this 
Fridav because Congress has failed 
to raise the legal debt limit of SU 
trillion. 

“It would be an absolute disgrace 
if the U.S. defaults for the first time 
in its 200 years.” Baker said at a 
news conference. 

Baker said default would cost the 
government money and would h&v- 
severe repercussions intemaifonalh 
as well. 

While be did not explain how 
interest rates would rise. Treasury 
officials in the past have argued that 
uncertainty in financial markets 
raises the government's cost of bor- 
rowing. 

Moreover, a borrower who de- 
faults ordinarily is seen by lenders os 
a greater risk, although the circ- 
cumstanees would seem to be diffe- 
rent in the case of the U.S. govern- 
ment. 

With the government, a. default 
would not result from a weak finan- 
cial condition but rather from a poli- 
tical dispute. 

The House and Senate have dis- 
agreed over legislation to force a 
balanced budget in five years, refus- 
ing to let the Treasury' borrow 
while the debate continues. % 

JAL makes 
proposals for 
safer jumbo 

TOKYO { AP). - Japan Air Lines 
has made suggestions to Boeing Co. 
on steps that could be taken to 
increase safety on Boeing 747 jumbo 
jets, an airline spokesman said 
yesterday. 

The suggestions were based on an 
investigation into the crash of a JAL 
jet in August which killed 520 people 
in the worst single-aircraft accident 
in history, an airline spokesman 
said. ’ £ 

JAL investigators made technical 
suggestions that would help protect 
the planes' vertical tail structures, 
and on the jumbo jets' hydraulic 
pressure systems so that some con- 
trol could be maintained in emergen- 
cies. he said. 

The jumbo jet that crashed lost 
part of its vertical stabilizer and all 
four of its hydraulic systems shortly 
after leaving Tokyo on a domestic 
flight, making the plane completely 
uncontrollable by the crew. 

Investigators have not announced 
what caused the plane to lose its tail 
portions and hydraulic systems. But 
they believe the rear pressure bulk- 
head, which separates the pressu- 
rized section of the plane from the 
unpressurized tail section, could 
have burst in mid -flight. 

Boeing has acknowledged it con- 
ducted faulty repairs on a small sec- 
tion of the bulkhead after a minor 
accident i n Japan in 1978.

Murder sentence overturned 
for boxer ‘Hurricane’ Carter 

New Jersey (AP). - Prosecutors say they will take the case of 
Rubin “Humcane” Carter to the Supreme Court if necessary to get the 
former standout boxer back behind bars for a triple murder almost 20 years 

1 nS rter V/aS - freed /jJ da y after District Judge H. Lee Sarokin ruled that the 
1977 convictions of Carter and John Artis in a retrial a decade after their" 
original trial were based on racial prejudice, and that prosecutors concealed 
key evidence. 

Carter, sentenced in 1977 to two consecutive life terms, was set free at the 
federal courthouse. He left without speaking to reporters. 

The prosecutor said that if the appeals court refuses to overturn the latest 
ruling, the case will be taken to the Supreme Court. 

Carter and Artis, who was paroled in 1981, were convicted of slaying a 
bartender and two tavern customers in 1966. Last week's opinion also threw 
out Artis’s conviction . 

The case sparked national attention in the mid-1970s after a series of 
newspaper articles raised questions about the original convictions. Celebri- 
nes including singer Bob Dylan and boxing champ Muhammad Ali joined in 
a campaign which charged that the convictions of Carter and Artis both 
black, were racially motivated. Dylan chronicled the story in a 1976’sone 
Humcane. 

In ordering Carter's release, Sarokin said, “I cannot in the face of the 
conclusions reached in my opinion and the injustices found permit Mr. Carter 
to spend another day or even an hour in prison, particularly considering that 
he has already spent almosr 20 (years) in confinement based in pan upon a 
conviction which I have found to be so constitutionally flawed. ”

Making its existence known 

On the eve of Pioneer Women/Na'amat's 29th 
bienn ial convention, Greer Fay Cashman talks to 
the organization's leaders, past and present (above). 
Below, Pamela Symon reports on Na'amat'sfour 
new legal aid bureaus. 


IN 1925, when Rachel Yanait Ben- 
Zvi, prominent Labour Movement 
leader and wife of the man who was 
to become Israel’s second president, 
was in need of funds to dig a well, she 
wrote to her good friend Sophie 
Udin in the United States. 

. Sophie Udin gathered together six 
of her friends - like herself, all of ■ 
them wives of New York Labour 
Zionist personalities - and they set 
to work raising funds for the well. 
This endeavour was the nucleus for 
Pioneer Women, which quickly grew 
from a small group in New York, to a 
nationwide body, to one including 
Canadian Jewish women as well, and 
ultimately developed into a world- 
wide organization. 

American Pioneer Women are 
this week celebrating the 60th 
anniversary of the founding of their 


organization in Jerusalem, where 
Rachel Yanait dug her well - not in 
New York. 

During the previous Pioneer 
Women national convention in Jeru- 
salem in 1979, news was received 
that Rachel Yanait, who for a long 
time had been in poor health, had 
died. Her death, 11 months after 
that of GoldaMeir, robbed the orga- 
nization of two of its most inspir- 
ational forces. Golda Meir. who in 
1928 had been named the executive 
secretary of Moelzet Hapoalot. the 
forerunner of Na'amat and the sister 
organization of Pioneer Women, 
had been sent by Moetzet Hapoalot 
as an emissary to the U.S. in 1932. 
For the next two years, she served as 
national secretary of Pioneer 
Women, and in later years retained 
close ties with the organization. 


Notwithstanding these two heavy 
losses. Pioneer Women continued to 
flourish. Ben Goldstein, its first 
national president, who for the past 
25 years has been a resident of 
Jerusalem, says that one of the 
reasons that she has continued to 
devote her energies to Pioneer 
'Women is because the organization 
has remained unflaggingly idealistic. 
"That's why this organization is so 
meaningful to me." she said in a 
recent interview with The Jerusalem 
Post. 

Pioneer Women had been in exist- 
ence for over 20 years before they 
decided to elect a national president, 
and even then, recalls Goldstein, 
there was strong resistance. 

Goldstein herself came to Pioneer 
Women in an indirect manner. In the 


early 1930s she became a member of 
the national board of the Jewish 
National Fuad. David Wertheim, 
head of the Labour Zionist Orga- 
nization, was a fellow board mem- 
ber. Goldstein was greatly influ- 
enced by him and also by Norman 
Thomas, who was then head of the 
Socialist movement in the U.S. and 
often called the "conscience of 
America." 

One day. after Goldstein had pas- 
sionately addressed the JNF board. 
Wertheim said to her. "The way you 
talk, you belong in our organiza- 
tion.” To which she replied, "How 
can I join your organization if 1 don't 
know your language?" At that time 
Yiddish was the language of com- 
munication in Labour Zionist cir- 
cles. Goldstein picked up Yiddish 
only after settling in Israel. 

Wertheim told her that the 
Labour Zionists had an English de- 
partment, sent along a representa- 
tive to convince her, and from that 
grew a lifelong affiliation with 
Labour Zionism. 

In 1937. when the Labour Zionists 
sent her to Switzerland as a delegate 
to the Zionist Congress, she was 
approached by the late Dr. Sara 
Feder Keyfitz who came up to her 
scoldingly and asked, “What are you 
doing here as a Labour Zionist dele- 
gate? Why aren’t you here with us 
Pioneer Women?" Goldstein 
answered, “I didn't know of your 
existence.” 

"You'll know of our existence in 
the future." promised Feder. who 
had been'one of the founding mem- 
bers, the first national secretary and, 
later, Goldstein's successor as 
national president. In 1970, she also 
settled in Jerusalem, where she 
made a strong impact for several 
years. 

In 1939, Goldstein was made a 
member of the national board of 
Pioneer Women in New York, 
where she helped to organize the 
New York branch and subsequently 
the New York Council. Later she 
helped to organize Pioneer Women 
all over the country. 

As the organization became more 
Americanized and less Yiddish- 
oriented, many members began 
pressing for a president. They said 
that they were part of a national 
American organization and they 
wanted a leader. 

Bert Goldstein and several other 
active members were not exactly 
part of the Pioneer Women image. 
Highly educated and affluent, they 
could hardly be considered working 
class. “But we were ready to be," 
recalls Goldstein. 

Although the organization's mem- 
bers and the conduct of its opera- 
tions became increasingly America- 
nized, its ideology remained intact. 
Across the nation, women without 
any political affiliations whatsoever 
became staunch Zionists and then 
specifically Labour Zionists. 

Elected in 1947 for a two-year 
terra as national president. Gold- 
stein left her constituency a year 
later when her husband, the eminent 
Zionist leader and long-time spir- 
itual leader of New York's B'nai 
Yeshurun congregation. Rabbi Dr. 
Israel Goldstein came to Israel to 
serve as treasurer of the Jewish 
Agency. Eliezer Kaplan, the pre- 
vious incumbent, vacated the office 
when be was called upon to be the 
first Minister of Finance of the newly 
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sovereign State of Israel. 

Initially dismayed by the absence 
of their national president. Pioneer 
Women of America reaped 3 bles- 
sing in disguise. The objectives of 
the organization were to provide 
social welfare services for women, 
young people and children in this 
country, to help new immigrants 
become productive citizens and. 
together with Moetzet Hapoalot. to 
establish and maintain a large net- 
work of educational, cultural and 
community welfare projects. 

No one could explain the needs 
better to Pioneer Women than their 
own national president, who was 
fully conversant with the extent of 
their fund-raising abilities and who 
knew their priorities. Now she was 
an eyewitness to history in the mak- 
ing in the fledgling state. Goldstein 
put in many long, buck-breaking 
hours with Rachel \anait in the 
agricultural youth village in Ein 
Kerem, planting the seeds and sa- 
plings which yielded the trees which 
now stand on the slopes overlooking 
the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv highway. 

When Dr. Goldstein went to 
France on Jewish Agency business, 
his wife travelled with him so that 
she could go to Marseilles and see for 
herself what was happening to Jew- 
ish refugees from Arab lands. In 
fact, she returned to Israel on the 
S.S. Negba. a refugee ship which 
officially had a capacity for 500 pas- 
sengers. but which actually carried 


1.5U0. It was a memorable experi- 
ence from which she was able to 
present a first-hand report to 
Pioneer Women. 

The value which her fellow mem- 
bers placed on her work was evi- 
denced by the fact that they elected 
her for a second term. 

All Jewish women's organizations 
affiliated with Israel have similar 
projects - child-care centres, voca- 
tional training programmes, educa- 
tional protects and community cen- 
tres. Goldstein is proud of the fact 
that Pioneer Women have been 
equally concerned with the welfare 
of their Arab and Druse sisters. 

Pioneer Women is the only Amer- 
ican Jewish women's organization 
directly involved with establishing 
and operating clubs lor Arab and 
Druse women as well as kindergar- 
tens and day nurseries for their chil- 
dren. “To me. that's very impor- 
tant.” says Goldstein. 

Pioneer Women also has a good 
aliya record both at leadership and 
rank-and-file levels. Most of the 
members who have made aliya have 
been absorbed into Na'amat 
(Nashim Ovdot Vemitnadvoi) the 
Hebrew acronym for women who 
work and volunteer. Na'amnt is the 
name adopted in 1976 by what was 
formerly Moetzet Hapoaiot. 

More than 800 American Pioneer 
Women are attending the 60ih 
anniversary celebrations. National 
president Phyllis Sutker and national 


convention chairman Frieda 
Leemon were in Israel in June for 
the Jewish Agency Assembly and 
utilised the opportunity to personal- 
ly check on comention arrange- 
ments. 

Leemon led Pioneer Women'- 
26th Biennial Convention to Jeru- 
salem six years ago when she was 
national president. That was the first 
time that Pioneer Women had held a 
national convention in Israel. 

This convention may be a historic- 
al turning-point for Pioneer Women, 
who may return to America under :: 
different banner. The organization 
has been going through an identity 
crisis. A few years back, it tagged 
Na'amat on to its letterhead. Now 
there is conflict over which part of 
the name to drop or whether to 
maintain the status quo. There arc 
strong emotional attachments to the 
original name, said Leemon. who 
anticipates a heated discussion when 
the subject comes up for 3 vote. 

Whatever the name, both Leemon 
and Sutker would like to see more 
women actively involved with 
Pioneer Women, or with an\ other 
Jewish women's organization work- 
ing for Israel. “More than half the 
American Jewish women don't be- 
long to anything, not even a country 
dub." said Leemon. Phyllis Sutker 
added that Israel's myriad needs are 
not being met by all the Jewish 
w omen's organizations together.

WHEN THE Status of Women De- 
partment of Na’amat recently opened 
four new legal aid bureaus for 
women at the beginning. 70 per cent 
of the callers who jammed the lines 
daily were men. They were the hus- 
bands or the male friends of women 
who wanted to know: Can a woman 
be fired from her permanent job 
because she is pregnant? Can her 
employer refuse to take tier back at 
the end of her maternity leave? 

Many women ate uot aware that 
the answer to both questions is “no." 
says Haviva Avi-Gai. legal advisor 
to Na'amat. and head of its Department 
of the Status of Women. “Not only 
are women unaware of their rights in 
the workplace, they are often too 
frightened to even phone and find 


out," she continues. “As a rule. 
Israeli women aren't fighters. They 
just wait and worry that soon they 
will be out of work." 

Economic uncertainty and unem- 
ployment obviously affects all sec- 
tors of society. But women, in times 
of continued cutbacks, are often the 
first to be fired. Avi-Gai explains 
that this is sometimes due to laws 
that were initially passed to protect 
working women, and which have 
now boomer anged back in their 
faces. 

For example, women are allowed 
up to six days leave a year to care for 
a sick child, and three months 
maternity leave. So employers pre- 
fer men, who will always be at work. 


leaving their wives at borne, to care 
for the baby. Na'amat believes that 
the laws should be changed, to grant 
equal privileges to parents of both 
sexes, so that a couple can decide for 
themselves who will take time off to 
look after the children. This would 
prevent job discrimination and, at 
the same time, encourage the shar- 
ing of duties at home - another 
principle of Na'amat. 

There are other laws in Israel 
which today pos.e problems for 
women instead of protecting them, 
continues Avi-Gai. In 1954, for ex- 
ample, women were forbidden to 
work a third shift - i.e., at night. In 
the Fifties when Israel was flooded 
with immigrants from North Africa 
and the Arab countries, this law 


helped to keep women home at 
night. Husbands could not then com- 
plain that their wives were out when 
they shouldn’t be, doing what they 
shouldn't be doing, and using work 
as an excuse. But 30 years have 
passed, and these ideas are largely 
outdated. 

Yet the law remains. No woman 
may work at night without special 
permission from the Ministry of 
Labour. A woman, applying for 
work in a hospital, a hotel , or any job 
that entails shifts, is at a definite 
disadvantage. Na'amat hopes to see 
thfriaw rescinded. 

In the meantime, women must 
make the existing laws works for 
them. The Status of Women Divi- 
sion is there to help. In 1967 Avi-Gai 


set up a system of legal aid bureaus 
for thousands of bereaved widows 
and families. When, for example, a 
fallen soldier has left no will, or 
uncertainty exists about the adop- 
tion procedure for his children, 
widows can turn for free advice on 
these matters, to Na’amat. 

Avi-Gai suon discovered that the 
need for guidance has been greater 
than sbe anticipated. In 1970 she 
expanded her legal bureaus to pro- 
vide advice to women on all personal 
matters, free of charge. Israeli 
women now’ bad a place to take their 
queries on marriage, divorce, cus- 
tody of children and related personal 
problems. 

Until this summer, the problems 
the women presented were largely 


personal, says Avi-Gai. About 60 
per cent of the questions revolved 
around personal law. Twenty-five 
percent were labour orientated. But 
in August, as economic measures 
started to show their effect, women 
became more concerned about their 
work. Soon the majority of ques- 
tion were related to labour. 

"I I seemed a.- il almost even' 
woman tell mieaicncd about losing 
her job." says AwGai. “and we 
decided thay we must give answers 
to this very pressing problem." 

In September new legal aid 
bureaus were opened in Tel Aviv. 
Jerusalem. Beersheba and Haifa. 
Fur two days a week lawyers who are 
experts in the labour field offer free 


advice to women about their rights in 
the marketplace. 

"Information is also a type of 
strength.” says Avi-Gai. Na’amat. 
which aims to achieve equality be- 
tween the sexes, and works towards 
a more just and equal society, will 
continue to provide that infoima- 
tion. u r

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World military spending $ 800 b. 


WASHINGTON (AP.l. - World 
military expenditures will reach $800 
billion this year - $60b. more than 
last year - continuing a post World 
War II weapons buildup at the cost 
of social programmes, according to a 
study published recently by a group 
seeking action on arms control. 

The U.S. and the Soviet Union, 
with 11% of the world's population, 
account for more than half the milit- 
ary spending, the report said. 

Among the U.S. and its European 
allies, per capita military' spending 
amounts to about $45, compared to 
Sll for health research. The world 
spends about S450 to educate each 
child and S25,6fl0 in military funds 
for each soldier, the study said. 

The findings, based on official 
U.S. and international statistics, 
were published by World Priorities, 
an economic research group whose 
sponsors include the Rockefeller 
Foundation, the Arms Control 
Association and the World Policy 
Institute. 

• The budget of the U.S. Air Force 
is larger than (he total educational 
budget for 1.2 billion children in 
Africa. Latin America and Asia, 
including Japan. 

• Developed countries on average 
spend 5.4% of their CNP for milit- 
ary purposes, fl.3% for development 
assistance to poor countries. 

• Since 1%0. Third World military 
spending has increased five-fold 3nd 


the number of countries ruled by 
military governments has grown 
from 22 to 57. 

• The Soviet Union maintains more 
than 778.000 troops in 22 foreign 
countries; the U.S. has 479,000 
troops at bases in 40 countries. 

Blaming the superpowers for the 
problem, the report said', “In both 
countries the perceived threat posed 
by the other has become a direct 
military-political justification for 
steadily rising military expenditures. 

“There is every indication that the 
emphasis on secrecy which the 
Soviet Union carries to extremes 
amplifies the perception of the 
threat by the western allies and acts 
as a spur to the competition, ulti- 
mately driving up expenditures by 
both sides. The result is an arms race 
without limits." 

Another reason for the high cost 
of military forces is the astounding 
complexity of new weapons, the re- 
port said. In 1985 dollars, it cost S10 
million to build 10 medium bombers 
in 1945 - today it costs $650 million. 

The U.S. could buy a submarine 
for $28m. in 1945 - now it costs 
S692m.. the study said. 

“No one who recalls prices of 
civilian goods 40 years ago would 
deny that current prices are out of 
this world,' although durable items 
generally do have new conveni- 
ences," the report said. However, 
while the consumer price index has

Japan interested in Israel’s 
trade pact with U.S. and EC

TEL AVTV, - Risin g de man d in 
both the U.S. and Europe to adopt 
protectionist import policies against 
Japanese goods has led Japanese 
industrialists to take a second, and 
longer, look at setting up joint enter- 
prises with Israelis, says Gad 
Ya'acobi, Minister of Economy and 
Planning. 

“Any Israeli -Japanese joint ven- 
ture would allow the company to 
ship its goods both to the U.S. and 
the Common Market under ex- 
tremely beneficial terms, due to 
Israel’s Free Trade Area Agreement 
with the U.S. and its agreement with 
the Common Market,” Ya'acobi 
pointed out last week. He noted that 
the latest in the number of Japanese 
businessmen to ask for particulars on 
Israel-Japanese cooperation in this 
direction had been Shinichi Kaji. of 
NEC Transmission Engineering, of 
Tokyo. 

Working together with Japanese 
business would give Israel a “strong 
shot in the arm" in helping it through 
the present troubled economic 
times, he said. Moreover, two other 
projects with foreign con tries were 
also expected to help in this area. 

The first project was the proposed 
joint R&D bi-national agreements 
between Israel and Canada, and be- 


Japan sends shock waves through UK car industry 


SUNDERLAND (Reuter). - “In 
the next 11 v ears tens of thousands of 
Nissans should be exported by a 
small island with a highly-skilled 
workforce." proclaimed a double- 
page advert by the giant Japanese 
car-maker. 


in question is 


The small island 
Britain, not Japan. 

The decision by Nissan, the 
world's fourth-largest vehicle manu- 
facturer. to build a S10 million plant 
in England's depressed northeast 
has been hailed as heralding a re- 
volution in British industrial orga- 
nization and labour practices. 

It has jolted domestic car firms, 
which are struggling to overcome 
low productivity, overmanning and 
poor industrial relations, while 
maintaining their share of a stagnant 
market. 

“This is the opportunity of a life- 
time. the chance to establish a Brit- 
ish car producer that can operate 
without a long history of industrial 
strife hanging around its neck.” said 
Nissan purchasing director Ian Gib- 
son. 

“We aim to make cars like the 
Japanese, efficiently, without 
strikes; without demarcation dis- 
putes." 

The plant, built on the site of a 


disused airfield, will begin assemb- 
ling 1. 8-litre family saloons from 
imported Japanese kits next sum- 
mer. at a rate of 24,000 a year. 

If all goes well, Nissan plans to 
invest a further S420m. and expand 
production to 100.000 a year by 
1989, by which time 80% of the car’s 
components should be produced 
locally. 

West European car-makers lost a 
total of almost one billion dollars last 
year, and analysts agree that the 
market is already suffering from 
gross over-supply. 

As Robert Lutz, head of Ford's 
European division, put it: "We’ve 
got too much production capacity 
chasing too few buyers.” 

The entry of a new competitor 
with significantly lower unit costs is 
likely to exacerbate the problems of 
firms such as Ford and state-owned 
BL (formerly British Leyland). 

Nissan expects to produce its 
100,000 cars, with a workforce of 
2.700. BL's Austin Rover subsidiary 
employs 10 times as many people, 
but produces only four times as 
many cars. The company lost 
£42.6m. (S61.3m.) before tax last 
year. 

But when Lutz complained re- 
cently that it took 70 man-hours to 
produce a car in Britain, compared 


with 35 in West Germany and only 
18 in Japan, some 50 workers at a 
Ford plant near London were so 
offended that they downed tools and 
walked out. disrupting production 
for several hours. 

British trade union leaders say 
that Japanese production figures are 
a product of Japan's unique social 
system. 

“We will never be able to imitate 
the Japanese society that produces 
the kind of products they sell,” said 
Todd Sullivan, a national officer of 
the Transport and General Workers 
Union, one of 11 to which Ford 
workers belong. 

But Nissan personnel director 
Brian Carolin believes much of 
Japanese industrial practice could be 
applied successfully in Britain. 

“The company has made it clear 
that flexibility, teamwork and com- 
mitment to the product must be a 
key part of our operations here,” he 
said. . 

A former industrial relations offic- 
er with Ford, Carolin said most of his 
time there was taken up with “fire- 
fighting," to prevent minor disputes 
exploding into full-scale strikes. 

“That won’t happen at Nissan." 
he said. “If it does, the company will 
cut its losses and pull out." 

It has also signed a single-union 


agreement with the moderate 
Amalgamated Union of Engineering 
Workers, which it says should make 
disputes and redundancies unneces- 
sary. 

Carolin said all Nissan workers 
from managing director down would 
wear the same clothes, work the 
same hours, share the same canteen 
and enjoy the same holiday entitle- 
ment and welfare benefits." Produc- 
tion workers would not clock in or 
out. 

“Supervisors will take tea with 
their blokes and there will be daily 
meetings to discuss each day's 
tasks,” he said. 

With unemployment in the region 
running at 25%, the company has 
found no difficulty in attracting 
workers willing to accept its condi- 
tions. 

Carolin said it received more than 
11.000 applications when it adver- 
tised 250 jobs recently. 

Gibson said the company would 
demand the same commitment from 
suppliers, who would be asked to 
improve productivity year by year in 
exchange for the security of long- 
term contracts. 

"I can understand why some other ‘ 
manufacturers see us as a mortal 
threat," he said. “I don’t. I see us as 
good, healthy competition.”

tween Israel and West Germany. 
Both had been discussed at length by 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres on his 
recent trip abroad, and both were 
now in advanced stages of negotia- 
tion. 

The R&D fund with Canada calls 
for each side putting up $50 million: 
that with West Germany calls for

The influx of such monies will give 
a great boost to research in our 
universities,” he said.

(Formerly, 
investors received government 
grants and loans: and the tax benefits 
come to compensate them for the 
feet that the government’s budget 
cutting policies have reduced such 
loans and grants drastically.) 

The minister pointed out that “the 
time is now ripe for a change in the 
country’s current emergency econo- 
mic policy’. I don’t mean opening all 
the financial faucets and flooding the 
economy; I look for a carefully con- 
trolled renewal of growth.” 

Ya^acobi said such economic 
growth should be permitted even if it 
led to a slight rise in inflation. 
“Otherwise, we will see a situation 
which is mudi more dangerous than 
increased inflation. The adverse ba- 
lance of trade will not be rectified at 
a rapid pace, and just as important, 
the present situation could lead to 
massive unemployment and its dire 
consequences,'' he said.

Life insurance industry 
caught between gov’t control 
and public uncertainly

TEL AVTV. - The Association of 
Life Insurance Companies is finding 
it difficult to conduct the kind of 
long-range investment and planning 
that is crucial for its wellbeing, in the 
face of the confused economic cli- 
mate. This was the main warning 
issued by association chairman Uzi 
Levy in his address to the associa- 
tion's annual general meeting here 
last Thursday. 

Levy compared the public and 
government to two Japanese wrest- 
lers circling each other in the ring, 
each watching carefully for any 
move from his opponent in order to 
react in the correct manner. The 
public has accumulated enormous 
financial assets, almost directly 
stemming from the state budget. The 
government is seeking to neutralize 
the explosive power of this financial 
time-bomb. This is being done by 
drawing the public away from linked 
investments, whether linkage is to 
the dollar or to the consumer price 
index. 

There are analysts who believe 
that the ultimate goal of the govern- 
ment is to prevent any return to 
United investments in the future, 
thereby “trapping" the public's 
financial assets, said Levy. Howev- 
er. he continued, his own belief was 
that no government, now or in the 
future, would be able to wean the 
economy from the linkage system, 
given the social conditions prevail- 


This had led to a situation wherein 
the pace of redemptions had in-, 
creased rapidly during 1985, particu- 
larly in months where the index was 
low' and the cost of redemption thus 

reduced. • 

In turn, this tendency to redeem 
policies during their lives or not 
renew them on maturity was haying 
a negative impact on the profitability 
of the life insurance sector, ’Hie 
previous estimates of profitability, 
■based on normal redemption rates 
and average lives of policies, would 
have to be revamped in the light of 
the new trend. 


mg. 


Even if such a move was made in 
the area of life insurance, the main 
bulk of savings in pensions, provi- 
dent funds and savings schemes 
would still remain and, Levy noted 
“I cannot see the political force that 
could delink these systems. Some- 
one riding a tiger is doomed never to 
be able to get off." 

Against this general background, 
the chairman went on to survey the 
problems of the life insurance indus- 
try. He began by noting that over the 
last 25 years, life insurance has made 
no significant advance in terms of its 
share of the savings market. 

In order to achieve such progress, 
the public must have a much greater 
measure of confidence in long-term 
savings through the medium of in- 
surance than is the case today, he 
said. 


But these trends were not a reflec- 
tion of the activities of the industry 
and its firms, as such, but of the 
public's growing scepticism regard- 
ing the ability of the linkage system 
to" ensure the value of its financial 
assets, said Levy. 

A further set of problems stem- 
med from the constant intervention 
of the authorities in the channelling 
of the companies' investments and 
the terms that the government 
offered them. 

From 1975, when the first changes 
were introduced, until 1983, life in- 
surance companies were suffering 
from a mismatching between their 
assets and their liabilities. Eventual- 
ly, afrer years of pressure on the 
regulatory authorities, this problem 
was resolved - for new policies 
• issued after 1983. 

For those issued in the 'interim 
period of 1975-1983, the government 
offered the companies the opportun- 
ity of making “free" investments. 
But, Levy warned. there was no 
guarantee at all that such invest- 
ments would bring in the kind of real 
rates of yields that would cover the 
linked liabilities of the companies. 

In addition, the constant stream of 
new regulations tended to create 
new areas of asymmetry between the 
industry's liabilities and assets. 

Levy” demanded that the Treasury 
respond to the pleas of the life insur- 
ance industry with a convincing 
affirmative that it was in favour of 
linked long-term life insurance. 
Given that. Levy said, he had confi- 
dence that the initiative and abilities 
of the people working in the industry 
would be able to meet the challenge 
of the period of confusion, economic 
crisis and the need to innovate.

FTC’s new academy will 
revolutionize Israeli tennis 


RAMAT HASHARON. - The 
Israel Tennis Centre is to mark its 
10th birthday next May with the 
opening here of an Academy of 
Tennis, which will add a completely 
new dimension to the training of 
potential champions. A major 
aspect of the academy will be a 
$600,000 health and fitness facility 
and the addition of eight new courts 
- two of them the first in the country 
with a clay surface, enabling players 
to prepare for day-court tourna- 
ment s abroad. The total cost of the 
ambitious project will be well over 
$lm. ITC cofounder and executive 
director Ian Froman has disclosed. 

“The academy, which will cater 
for boys and girls between 12 and 18. 
will be one of the first of its kind in 
the world,’’ Froman said. “We have 
come to the conclusion that a much 
more scientific and serious approach 
is required to produce world-class 
players than was the case a few years 
ago.” 

The “new dimension” will involve 
psychology, patterns of behaviour, 
nutrition, and an unprecedented 
level of physical fitness: - The ' 
academy will include a “computeh- 
nis” network, a recently-developed 
programme which analyses every 
single shot that a player makes. At a 
more basic level, a player's perform- 
ance will also be closely examined by 
video taped recordings of his games. 

“This scientific, even revolution- 
ary, approach to the game has been 
applied with great success for some 
time in Sweden, Czechoslovakia and 
France. Look how many world-class 
players have emerged from their 
youth training programmes,” Fro- 
man notes.

With 
the completion of the eight courts 
here, plus six being constructed in 
Haifa - the facilities will then have a 
total 1 12 courts. (Apart from the two 
clay surfaces, the remainder are all- 
weather hard courts). 

“During our first decade, we saw 
the purpose as more social than a tennis 
programme. But we have succeeded 
in introducing the game to thousands 
of children and getting tennis 
accepted by the Israeli public as one 


of the country’s top sports. The aim 
was to get the youngsters off the 
streets, integrating kids from every 
walk of life, and teaching them the 
meaning of sportsmanship, self- 
discipline and how to help one 
another. We were also keen on 
bringing parents into the educational 
process.” Froman points out. 

Despite these ambitious social 
objectives, an obvious bi-product of 
the ITC's youth training programme 
was the emergence of top-class play- 
ers like Amos Mansdoif and Gilad 
Bloom, both members of the very 
first group of trainees at Ramat 
Hasharon. Since then, more than 
70,000 boys and girls between the 
ages of seven and 14 have received 
tuition at a nominal fee at one of the 
eight facilities. 

Of the academy in the making 
Froman says: “We aim to offer the 
chance to all boys and girls who have 
both the potential and the dedication 
to get as far as they possibly can in 
the world of tennis. We will give our 
“all” to maximizing their potential. 
The youngsters accepted must of 
course have the full backing of their 
parents.

THE reasons are far from dear, but the Egyptian government 
is apparently consumed by an interest in rehabilitating the 
tattered image of the PLO and Yasser Arafat. Thus, in Cairo 
with President Mubarak at his side. Arafat announced that he 
would now desist from terrorism abroad, and condemn all 
violations of this policy. And yesterday it was reported that 
Egypt and Arafat had agreed to what they iermed coordination 
of policies. 

It might be assumed that Mr. Mubarak simply wishes to 
avoid a repeat performance of the AchiJIe Lauro affair, which 
not only boomeranged against the PLO. but also embarrassed 
the Egyptian president, leading, in the end, to very awkward 
moments in his relations with the U.S. and demonstrations in 
Cairo to boot. 

Certainly, no Arab leader can accept with equanimity actions 
by PLO terrorists which wreak havoc with his foreign relations. 

Yet the Egyptians could have chosen a different course. « 
Instead of coming to Arafat's rescue at a distinctly low point in 
his political odyssey, they could have let him flounder. Or they 
could have remained noncommittal as did King Hussein. For 
the Jordanian monarch, also sorely tried by the PLO's terror- 
ism and inconsistency, precisely at a lime when he was putting 
together the political pieces for a negotiating process, did not 
decorate his recent meeting in Amman with Arafat with 
political whitewash as did the Egyptians. 

It could be argued that the Egyptian embrace of Arafat, 
reminiscent of their attempt to rescue him from oblivion during 
the 1982 siege of Beirut, will even prove to be an embarrass- 
ment for Hussein. For while the king would prefer to keep 
Arafat at arm's length, in order to get a process of negotiation 
started. Mr. Mubarak insists on pushing him back into the 
king's arms. And given Israel's clearly defined position on the 
PLO. this Egyptian maneuver can only complicate the pros- 
pects for negotiation. 

Since it must be assumed that Cairo, too. is aware of these 
complexities it can only be concluded that Egypt sees distinct 
advantages in its courtship of Arafat. For one thing that 
courtship helps to define its differences with Syria, a continuing 
foe. Where President Assad is intent on removing Arafat from 
the political arena. Egypt comes to the rescue. Presumably in 
this way. President Mubarak wishes to broadcast thc message 
that it is Syria, and not Egypt that is out of step in the Arab 
world. 

Ever since the peace agreement with Israel, but especially 
since President Sadat's assassination. Cairo's policy has been 
designed to restore Egypt's leading role in the Arab world. 
That role was eroded by forsaking the course df war. Apparent- 
ly by keeping Arafat in their embrace, the Egyptians believe 
they give evidence of their continuing commitment to the Arab 
“cause” and that the peace agreement with Israel is not. as their 
detractors charge, a “separate” agreement detaching Egypt 
from overall Arab designs. 

If this is indeed the driving motive in Egypt's policy toward 
Arafat and the PLO. the present diplomatic effort of the U.S.. 
Jordan and Israel will indeed become heavily burdened. Cairo 
will have made the point that it must be reckoned with, that it 
remains an important political address that cannot be ignored, 
but in doing so it may inject a deadly potion that could paralyze 
the very diplomatic process in which it seeks to play a role.

him for negotiations, the king re- 
plied; "Then I will go and tell the 
people the whole story, and the 
Palestinians will have to decide on 
further appropriate action a> thev 
see fit." 

Jordanian aides accompanying 
Hussein later told Miller that this 
statement should not be interpreted 
as an indication that Jordan is willing 
to negotiate alone with Israel. The 
king, they said, had repeatedly said 
he would not negotiate without the 
presence of the PLO. "He has not 
changed his mind." one of the>e 
a :-, *s said. 

Hussein in fad was quoted in Le 
Monde the same day as saving his 
country is ready to hold direct talks 
with Israel, hut only under the au- 
spices of an international conference 
on the Middle East. 

i want to repeat it one more time, 
that direct conversations l with 
Israeli will take place between de- 
legations. when the time comes, and 
in the setting of an international 
conference, which is the place to 
negotiate." Le Monde quoted the 
king as saying. 

In The Times interview. Hussein 
was pressed to predict when Arafat 
might issue a more forthcoming 
statement on peace with Israel. 
"When we see the other side evolve 
to the point where it is ready to 
attend an international peace con- 
ference. when there is an agreement 
in principle - by Israel and the Un- 
ited States - to move towards such a 


conference within a set time frame,” 
he replied. 

The king described his recent talks 
in Amman with Arafat. According 
to Hussein, they spoke “at great 
length of the setbacks the Palestinian 
cause and thc image of the PLO had 
suffered lately.” 

"I stressed the need for the PLO 
to appear cohesive.” Hussein con- 
tinued. "We can’t make progress 
when you present different faces of 
what is supposed to he a common 
front... 

"We discussed the need for the 
PLO to insure that no actions are 
taken anywhere that are contrary to 
our agreement and. hence, self- 
defeating. ' 

The king said his review of the 
PLO will nor be complete until Ara- 
fat gives him the assurances re- 
quested. He said that Arafat's Cairo 
declaration was not. in his view, a 
"sub'-titute for our meeting and a 
joint chartering of our course." 

"We're awaiting their response.” 
Hussein added. 

Before his departure from Paris to 
Amman yesterday. Hussein met the 
leader of the Iranian opposition 
group People's Mujahedin. 

A spokesman for the Paris-based 
resistance group said Hussein and 
Mujahedin leader Massoud Rajavi 
discussed the Fran-Iraq war and 
other regional issues. 

It w as the second meeting in three 
days between Rajavi and Hussein, 
who has backed Iraq in its five-year- 
old war against the government of 
Avatollah Ruhollah Khomeini.

WAR ON RESOLUTION 3379 


ON NOVEMBER 10, 1975. the UN 
General Assembly adopted Resolu- 
tion 3379, which determined that 
“Zionism is a form of racism and 
racial discrimination." The vote was 
72 to 35. with 32 abstentions and two 
absentees. 

The resolution shocked the Jewish 
world, leaving within its body a deep 
and painful scar. But that was 10 
years ago. Why should we recall it 
now? 

I am addressing the issue here in 
order to convey my conviction that 
we - Israel, the Zionist movement 
and the Jewish people - have com- 
mitted a major blunder in our re- 
sponse to this resolution. 

I will also explain the different 
wav 1 have been tackling this issue 
for nearly two years. 

WE FAILED to grasp the degree of 
this resolution’s dangerous nature. 

Of course, we called the resolu- 
tion an odious lie, a terrible offence 
to the Jewish people, an intolerable 
libel against its movement of nation- 
al liberation and renaissance. But we 
did not perceive it as a real threat to 
the State of Israel. We saw the 
resolution as an a aberration, an 
accident of history and a major 
embarrassment to the UN. There- 
fore we believed, it would fade away 
by the very force of its sheer non- 
sense. 

This naive, shortsighted view was 
encouraged by background develop- 
ments at the LIN. By comparison 
with forceful efforts to raise the 
status of the PLO - to eventually 
supplant Israel at the UN. the 
General Assembly’s “Zionism 
equals racism" resolution was 
greeted with some relief. 

The U.S. and Israel adopted a 
strategy of escapism. Taking into 
account Israel's isolation and the 
unfavourable voting ratio against the 
U.S. and the West at the UN. both 
countries felt it wiser to let the issue 
lie. not to fight it or attempt to 
rescind it. Besides which, experts 
indicated that retraction of a Gener- 
al Assembly resolution would be 
virtually unattainable. 

Both countries followed this poli- 
cy for years, even though all Israeli 
and American officials did not agree 
with it. Israeli President Chaim Her- 
zog. then Israel’s UN ambassador, 
contested this approach in an 


address to the President’s Confer- 
ence. As a result, the Israeli govern* 
mem seriously considered recalling 
him. 

Senator P. Daniel Moynihan.then 
chief of the U.S. Mission to the UN. 
also hinted about his government's 
lack of enthusiasm for his taking a 
stand similar to Herzog's. 

Several years later, Allard Lo wen- 
stein resigned as U.S. ambassador to 
the UN, citing opposition in New 
York and lack of will in Washington 
toward his efforts to rescind Resolu- 
tion 3379. 

THE ONLY COURSE of action left 
for Israel was the one recommended 
by a govemment-World Zionist 
Organization committee to launch 
an ambitious educational campaign 
throughout the world to explain 
Zionism. 

Very quickly, we would recognize 
the error in our understanding of the 
resolution and our consequent 
strategy. ■ 

Resolution 3379 was by no means 
an “accident.” Rather, it was the 
clear result of a campaign which 
appealed to Third World solidarity, 
to their desire for more influence as a 
single UN bloc, to threats, pressures 
and the lack of similar counterpres- 
sures. In other words, the final vote 
had netting to do with even minimal 
objections to Zionism. 

T.B. Koh, currently Singapore's 
ambassador to the U .S . , was then his 
country's ambassador to the UN. 
During a WZO Information Depart- 
ment seminar at the U.S. State De- 
partment last December, Koh recal- 
led that he knew little about Zionism 
when the issue was raised in 1975. 
He turned to books, which gave him 
the impression that the Zionist 
movement closely resembled nation- 
al liberation movements of the Third 
World. 

Nevertheless. Singapore did not 
formally oppose the slandering of 
Zionism; it simply abstained from 
the vote for political reasons. 

RESOLUTION 3379 was not a 
minor threat. It posed a danger on a 
par with suspension or expulsion 
from the UN. As libel, it was also

unprecedented in scope. 

Prior to passage of Resolution 
3379. slanders against the Jews were 
a local occurrence. They often took 
the form ot rumours, sometimes 
sentences, but never general state- 
ments regarding the Jews as a whole. 
Resolution 3379 was an innovation. 
It was a universal defamation 
directed against the national move- 
ment of the Jewish people. 

By discrediting Zionism, this re- 
solution hoped to deny the very right 
of the Jewish poeple to a lawful 
existence, including the foremost 
right of self-defence. Resolution 
3379 implied international delegiti- 
mization and dehumanization of 
Israel. In other words, it intended to 
prepare the world for Israel’s lawful 
disappearance. 

Resolution 3379 did not fade 
away, as many expected. On the 
contrary, sir."- 1975, our enemies 
have worked hard to have the “Zion- 
ism is racism” equation reiterated at 
the UN and strengthened by similar 
condemnations of Zionism in other 
international forums. 

The resulting resolutions - Re- 
solutions 3379 at their head - form a 
body of "knowledge” to which one 
must refer when speaking, lecturing, 
writing, studying, analysing or 
addressing any issue related to the 
Middle East, the Arab-Tsraeli con- 
flict, the Palestinian problem, the 
State of Israel, the Jewish people or 
racial discrimination. As such, the 
resolution has and will continue to 
convince much of the world that 
Zionism means racism. 

WHETHER OR NOT the basis of 
this “escaping and educational” 
strategy were faulty, its methods 
were highly inefficient. And it was 
wholly unable to cope with Zion- 
ism’s increasingly weak footing on 
the international scene, due to the 
ideological and political warfare 
launched against it. rather than to 
lack of knowlege. 

Complicating the situation. Re- 
solution 3379 was rarely mentioned 
specifically in this ongoing assault 
against Zionism. 

Therefore, a new strategy had to 
be developed to address the growing 


problem. It has three main features: 

Most importantly, ours i> a fight- 
ing strategy- We resolved to fight for 
the nullification of Resolution 3379 
for several reasons; 

□ We realized that the Jewish 
people can by no means live with 
such a slanderous statement, from 
such an authoritative body - albeit 
one of the most controversial resolu- 
tions that body ever adopted. 

□ We also recognized that, obso- 
lete or not. Resolution 3379 is the 
only formal position on Zionism 
adopted by the UN . It must perforce 
be referred to when dealing with the 
UN position on any issue related to 
Zionism. 

□ By contrast, we saw the public 
value of formally nullifying Resolu- 
tion 3379. The appropriate debunk- 
ing of this slanderous statement will 
undoubtedly affect all other assaults 
on Zionism, and provide an impor- 
tant weapon for Zionist defenders. 

THE SECOND feature of this 
strategy is its political, rather than 
primarily informative, nature. 
Throughout the world, parties, orga- 
nizations, legislative bodies and lead- 
ers must be convinced that they may 
damage their political future by not 
taking a clear stand on this issue. In 
this regard, public pressure is 
needed to counterbalance the press- 
ures exerted by our enemies. 

Third, although this strategy aims 
to rescind Resolution 3379. a formal 
note by tbe General Assembly is not 
the only answer. Several other 
intermediate steps - if properly 
timed - could have the effect of a 
much more elusive formal vote. 

Success is attainable since, as is 
often the case with matters concern- 
ing the Jewish people. Resolution 
3379 is also a very important matter 
of principle for the international 
community. To quote then- 
Ambassador Moynihan's address to 
the UN General Assembly on 
November JO, 1975: 

“What we have here is a lie. A 
political lie of a variety well known 
to the 20th century, but scarcely 
exceeded in all the annals of untruth 
and outrage. 

“Tbe terrible lie that has been told 


will have terrible consequences. Not 
only will people begin fo 
deed, they have already said - that 
the LIN is a place where lies are tala. 
Far more serious, and perhaps irre- 
parable, barm will be done to the 

cause of human rights. 

•■The harm will arise first because 
it will strip from racism the precise 
and abhorrent meaning that today it 
still precariously holds. How will the 
peoples of the world feel about rac- 
ism. and about the need to *truta?i« 
against it. when they are told Thai it is 
an idea so broad as lo include the 
Jewish national liberation move- 
ment?” . 

Hence-, we can dare to claim that 
the battle against the defamation of 
Zionism is also a fight for thc rehabi- 
litation Of the UN's operation and 

credibility. 

THE WZO DEPARTMENT of In- 
formation has followed this revised 
strategy' since the summer of 1 WU.In 

coopeYation with Israel's Foreign 
Ministry and many Zionist and Jew- 
ish organizations abroad, we have 
begun enlisting support for liberat- 
ing the Jewish people and the UN 
from the disgrace of Resolution 
3379. 

Since November 1984. seminars 
and study days have been held in 
Jerusalem, Washington. Caracas, 
Paris. Buenos Aires and London. 
Others are scheduled to take place 
throughout the world during the 
coming year. 

Last spring, we also launched a 
global drive to solicit signatures on a 
petition to be delivered to UN 
Secretary- General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar on November 1 1 . 

In addition, the LLS. Congress 
provided us with a joint resolution 
demanding the elimination of Re- 
solution 3379 from UN records and 
urging all democratic parliaments to 
do the same. This joint resolution 
played a derisive role in this sum- 
mer’s Zionist victory at the Nairobi 
Conference marking the end of thc 
UN Decade for Women. 

Only by continuing and develop- 
ing our efforts may we be able to turn 
the victory in Nairobi into a derisive 
reversal of the wave of international 
affairs which is trying to drown Zion- 
ism.

Sir, - There exists today a fourth 
branch of Judaism called Humanistic 
Judaism. The founder of the Society 
for Humanistic Judaism (SHJ), Rab- 
bi Sberwin Wine, has already 
appeared at least twice in articles in 
The Jerusalem Post. 

This fourth alternative was lacking 
in Eli Lederhandler’s reply (“Secu- 
larism in the U.S.” - October 24) to 
Yehezkel Cohen’s proposals 
("Rethinking Jewish identity” - 
September 27). Lederhandler was 
correct, in my opinion, in denying 
. the viability of institutionalized secu- 
lar Judaism (in America and in 
Israel). He also correctly interpreted 
the role of the synagogues and tem- 
ples “for injecting Jewish content on 
the popular level.” 

There is no denying that the main 
source of assimilation today is the 
denial of traditional religious institu- 
tions. (In America, Reform and 
Conservative Judaism has already 
achieved "traditional” status in the 
eyes of the young). For some, this 
rejection is an intellectual one, but 
for most, "it is a product of a leaden 
apathy.” as Lederhandler states it. 
Even so, there is definitely a disin- 
clination to participate in worship- 
ping a god. 

Humanistic Judaism may be the 
answer. The organization and cere- 
monies are similar to what is done in 
Reform temples, so thar the temple 
is still a focus for celebrations and 
learning. A belief in a god is not 
required, explicitly or philosophical- 
ly (and may even be a hinderance). 

Although the SHJ is small, with 
only about 20 member congrega- 
tions. it is steadily growing and may 
become the main stream of the Juda- 
ism of the future. 

In Israel, the best example of 
Humanistic Judaism is the kibbutz. 
The newly formed Israeli Associa- 
tion for Humanistic and Secular 
Judaism combines the efforts of 
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those in the kibbutzim to formulate 
their Judaism and those in the cities 
to find means of expressing it. The 
continuing contact and dialogue be- 
tween the American group and the 
Israeli one is highly encouraging 
both for American Jewry and for 
Israeli Jewry.

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EDUCATION IN ISRAEL

Sir, - As one who has taught in this 
country for more than 30 years, on 
levels ranging from primary school 
to university, I must object to many 
of Dr. Susan Harris Rolef s conclu- 
sions about students and education 
("Out of sympathy” - October 24). 

Most of my students were, and 
are, as diligent and serious in their 
studies as mosr of their peers in 
Western countries. We have no ma- 
jor drug or crime problem in schools. 
If Israeli students are somewhat 
noisier than others, so what? Those 
same kids have to do respectively 
three and two years of army service 
too. Student apathy, such as' there is. 
is no( special to Israel either. 

Moreover, Dr. Rolef does not 
mention university teachers. Com- 
pared toother professions here, they 
are underworked and overpaid. A 
teacher at any of the academic in- 
stitutions works one third of tbe 
hours a high-school teacher does and 
is paid disproportionately more. 
Universities waste money by giving 
their staff pay additives in the form 
of subsidized cars, flats, telephones 
and what not. Many universities 
keep underpaid assistants who do 
the same job as their senior lecturers 
because they can’t afford full-time 
professors. How many university 
lecturers in this country are so busy 


that they have no time for additional 
jobs? The market is full of such 
“advisers.” 

Let there be graded tuition fee 
so that the well-to-do pay their 
share. By all means, have students in 
sciences, where this country needs 
them, pay less than others who are 
out for a degree for the sake of 
prestige. But don't blame students 
for the omission of their elders. The 
reform of education must start at the 


top.
